ORONES RESIGNS 

The resignation of Luis N. Morones, 
Secretary of Labor in the Cabinet of 
President Calles, should have a good ef- 
fect in maintaining peacc in Mexico. 
Rightly or wrongly, Morones was iden- 
tified by the followers of the slain Gen. 
Obregon with the movement that 
brought about Obregon’s death, and his 
resignation was a wise act on his part 
which doubtless will remove much ill- 
feeling, and bring to President Calles 
the full support of the Obregonistas. 

The radical labor element, which 
Morones was supposed to t, has 
at no time been dominant in the Mexi- 
can government, and may be expected 
to be even less influential from now on. 
Morones’s continued connection with a 
government in which the feeling against 
him was becoming bitter was virtually 
impossible. The predominance of Obre- 
gon supporters in the Mexican Congress 
made it certain that there would be 
strong opposition to him. 

The resignation apparently removes 
Morones even as a potential possjbility 
for the Presidency. Just what arrange- 
ment will be made concerning the 
Presidential succession has not been de- 
cided, but developments indicate that a 
provisional President will be chosen to 
serve two years, at the end of which 
time President Calles might again be- 
come a candidate. Aaron Saenz, Gover- 
ynor of Nuevo Leon and former Foreign 
Minister, is being considered for pro- 
visional President; though President 
Calles himself may be chosen. 

So far there appear to have been no 
outbreaks of revolt, and obviously the 
more time President Calles obtains in 
which to prepare, the better he can 
meet any situation that may arise. 


0 SAVE OUR BEAUTY SPOTS | 

Frederick Law Olmstead, director 
of the State Park Survey, reports that 
more than 250 sites for State parks have 
been selected by civic groups throughout 
California. Mr. Olmstead has been or- 
ganizing and leading these groups ever 
since his appointment by the State Park 
Commission last November. Evidtntly 
he has lost no time in attending to the 
work assigned to him, which ultimately 
will include a complete program for the 
expenditure of the $12,000,000 which it 
is hoped to have available for the sav- 
ing of the natural beauty of California 
in forest and on Leach. 

Nothing can be done in this line of 
conservation, however, unless the 
$6,000,000 bond issue proposec for the 
purpose is voted next November. The 
act of the Legislature which put the 
bond issue up to the voters provides that 
each dollar of State money to: be spent 
for the parks shall be matched by pri- 
vate contributions or made available 
from outside sources. This makes the 
success of the scheme somewhat dubious, 
but the commissioners are optimistic as 
to the outcome. They hope to make 
such an appeal to the public as will re- 
sult in the voting of the bonds. The 
rest, they say, will be easy, as there are 
many private citizens of large means 
who are deeply interested: in the con- 
servation of our beauty spots as well as 


their tmprovement.
